‘Parking in 
Ely should 
not be free’

EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council would not be in the 
“sticky financial situation” it is 
in if car parking charges had 
been introduced last year. 

That’s the message from 
Conservative Cllr Peter Moakes 
- the former leader of the 
authority - who resigned last 
Thursday. 

Cllr Moakes, who represented 
Sutton ward but lives in Ely, 
says he resigned because he 
does not agree with radical 
restructure plans at the coun¬ 
cil, which could see around 25 
redundancies being made. 

But he also says the district, 
and Ely in particular, should 
“stop using free parking as its 
main selling point” and that 
charges should have been intro¬ 
duced. 

He said: “Ely is a tourist desti¬ 
nation with a beautiful cathe¬ 
dral and riverside. People 
should be paying to park here.

“The council needs to stop 
using free parking as its main 
selling point - we have much 
better things to shout about. 

“Introducing car parking 
charges would have prevented 
the council from being in the 
sticky financial situation it is 
now in. 

“It would bring in around 
£300,000 a year, which would 
have made a significant differ¬ 


ence to the budget and indeed 
jobs.” 

The proposed restructure is 
being led by council leader 
James Palmer, who admits the 
changes are “radical” but insists 
they will be “change for the bet¬ 
ter”. 

But Cllr Moakes says the 
restructure is being “handled in 
the wrong way”. He said: “I’ve 
resigned because I don’t agree 
with the restructure. 

“I don’t agree with taking out 
the tier of senior management, 
who are all members of staff 
who have years of experience. I 
think they should be taking 
jobs from the bottom up. 

“I’ve been at the council for 
seven years and was leader for 
two of those. I do feel a bit sad to 
go but in some ways I don’t. I 
feel like I have achieved more 
than most have. I have brought 
forward four masterplans, 
which has led to projects such

Firms fall foul 
of planning law 


TWO firms have had to apply 
for retrospective planning 
permission after building on 
land without permission. 

Five rows of solar panels 
have been installed at Mingay 
Farm in Twentypence Road, 
Wilburton, without planning 
permission in place. 

And, in a separate incident, 
an aluminium framed ware¬ 
house has been built by JDR 
Cables Ltd in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport. 

Both firms have now sub¬ 
mitted retrospective plan¬ 
ning applications to the dis¬ 
trict council. 

In a statement to the coun¬ 
cil, the solar farm’s agents, 
said: “The solar panels were 
installed during 2011 follow- 
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ing the granting of planning 
permission. 

“However, a subsequent 
design change to the scheme 
layout altered the position 
and spacing of some of the 
solar panels, resulting in five 
rows of the panels being 
installed outside of the origi¬ 
nal red line area. 

“This application seeks to 
remedy that situation and 
extend the permission to 
encompass the relocated 
rows of panels. 

“The original scheme was 
supported by the planning 
authority, who have also 
recently granted permission 
for an extension to the scheme 


to the south of this applica¬ 
tion area.” 

In their statement, JDR 
Cables’ agents said: “This is a 
retrospective application for 
an existing warehouse which 
is currently being used to 
increase the amount of prod¬ 
ucts that can be stored on site. 

“The additional storage 
space has allowed this thriv¬ 
ing business to expand. 

“The building has already 
been constructed on site and 
is currently occupied and in 
use.” 

The council has the power 
to reject a retrospective appli¬ 
cation, which could see the 
developer being made to 
remove whatever has been 
built. 


New school is the focus of public exhibition 


ELY’S new primary school will 
be the subject of another public 
exhibition next week. 

Residents and prospective 
parents will be able to share 
their views on the design pro¬ 
posals of the new school for 
North Ely at the exhibition on 
Tuesday, March 18. 


Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s education officers 
are running the event at 
Highfield School, in Downham 
Road, from 4.30-7.30pm. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The team would welcome 
your views on the draft propos¬ 
als as part of the ongoing devel¬ 


opment of the scheme, ahead 
of submission of a formal plan¬ 
ning application.” The school 
will take its first pupils in 
September 2014 as for the first 
year it will operate from Ely St 
Mary’s Junior School, before 
moving to the north of the city 
the next September.

as the North Ely development, 
the Ely Station Gateway pro¬ 
ject and the southern bypass 
making major progress, and 
for all that I do feel extremely 
proud.”

Three new 
properties 
earmarked 
for site 

THREE new homes could 
be built on land at the 
rear of a bungalow in Ely. 

Number 110, West Fen 
Road, has had a 
chequered past over the 
years as up until last year 
it was being used as a 
drugs den. 

The bungalow was at 
the centre of a major 
police investigation and 
was eventually shut 
down last May after 
magistrates granted a 
closure order - banning 
the residents, and any of 
their associates, from 
returning to the property. 

The property has since 
been extensively 
renovated and is now 
owned by Mr J Godfrey. 

Mr Godfrey has applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for 
planning permission to 
build three new 
dwellings at the rear of 
the bungalow. 

In a statement to 
planners, his architects, 
Greg Saberton Design, 
said: “My client is looking 
to construct three 
detached dwellings to the 
rear of his bungalow. 

“The existing building 
has no significance in the 
street scene. Because it is 
set back from the main 
road and screened by 
planting, it is often 
missed when driving by 
and my client’s proposals 
will hardly be visible 
from the main road. 

“It is felt that the 
proposed dwellings will 
not affect any of the 
neighbouring properties 
and will not harm the 
character or appearance 
of the listed buildings.”

Anger over Asda’s 
open-all-hours bid 


A SUPERMARKET giant’s plans to 
serve alcohol until midnight - 
seven days a week - are proving 
contentious among residents. 

Asda announced it would be tak¬ 
ing over the Budgens store in Clay 
Street, Soham, earlier this year - a 
move which has been largely wel¬ 
comed by local people. 

But news that bosses want the 
store to open from 6am-12am 
Monday to Sunday - and serve alco¬ 
hol throughout that period - have 
been criticised by families who live 
near to the store. 

Budgens is currently open from 
7am-9pm on weekdays and from 
10am-4pm on Sundays. 

Nobody from Asda was available 
to comment on the application but 
objections have already been lodged 
with the council. 

Geoffrey Woollard, of St Andrew’s 
Park, located just a stone’s throw 
away from the store, has objected. 

He said: “My wife and I are near 
neighbours of the soon-to-be Asda 
store and we object to both propos¬ 
als on the grounds that we will be 
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adversely affected by them and that 
our home could be devalued. 

“We moved here during the sum¬ 
mer past. We moved in full knowl¬ 
edge of the existence of the Budgens 
store, which we now patronise on a 
daily basis, and we moved here in 
the further knowledge that the own¬ 
ers of Budgens had applied for and 
had obtained planning consent for a 
major extension of the store. 

“None of the foregoing caused us 
concern, however, we are most defi¬ 
nitely concerned at the latest devel¬ 
opment. 

“It is my opinion that extended 
licensing hours for the sale of alco¬ 
hol through the soon-to-be Asda 
store are likely to exacerbate late- 
night crime and disorder, could 
threaten public safety, will cause a 
public nuisance and may prove a 
danger to children.” 

Another resident, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “The proposed 
opening hours are far too late for a 
supermarket which is slap bang in 


the middle of a town. 

“This is not a store which is on the 
outskirts of Soham - it’s in the town 
centre and is close to people’s homes 
and community buildings, includ¬ 
ing numerous churches. 

“I will be objecting and I hope the 
council considers what impact 
these hours could have on people’s 
everyday lives.” 

Residents have until Wednesday, 
March 26 to have their say on the 
licensing application.

PLAYTIME: Improvement work at Wilburton playground has started 

Work on playground gets under way 


A CHILDREN’S playground is being given a 
new lease of life. 

Builders moved onto the play area in 
Wilburton on Friday - much to the joy of local 
people. 

The Wilburton Playground Working Group 
was set up in November 2012 by a group of 
residents determined to improve children’s 
play facilities in the village. 

After extensive public consultation, the 
group secured a grant from the AmeyCespa 


Community Fund for £36,000, plus the project 
was the main beneficiary of last year’s 
Wilburton Beer Festival. 

As a result, work has now started on 
building new toddler play facilities, which the 
village currently does not have, at the 
playground. 

The group hopes to secure more funding 
later in the year to enable the second part of 
the project - installing new junior play 
equipment - to get under way. 


Visitor centre 
plans approved 


A FORMER aircraft engi¬ 
neer’s dreams of opening a 
First World War visitor centre 
are a step closer to reality. 

Kev Smith, from 
Haddenham, has been 
searchingtheCambridgeshire 
and Suffolk countryside high 
and low over the last two 
years to find a suitable loca¬ 
tion to build the specialist 
visitor centre. 

He and his team of co-direc- 
tors at Khaki Devil Limited, a 
company which supplies mil¬ 
itary uniforms, equipment 
and historical advice for film 
and television productions, 
eventually came across land 
in the small village of 
Hawstead, near Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Plans were drawn up, sub¬ 
mitted to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and have 
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now been unanimously 
approved. 

Mr Smith, 56, whose grand¬ 
father fought in The Great 
War and was killed driving a 
tank in 1918, said: “We are 
delighted. The search for a 
site was not easy but this loca¬ 
tion could not be better; sit¬ 
ting in a peaceful river valley, 
a long way from busy roads, 
with nothing modern to spoil 
the view. 

“The extensive trench net¬ 
work we are planning runs 
through meadow and wood¬ 
land, very reminiscent of 
famous Great War battlefields 
such as Sanctuary Wood, or 
Thiepval Wood.” 

The visitor centre will be the 


first of its kind in the East of 
England, and will boast a 
cafe, shop and picnic area. 

Mr Smith said: “We want to 
create a safe, purpose built, 
permanent resource that will 
both educate and inspire 
adults and children. 

“It will be a place for quiet 
reflection and learning with 
11 replica army huts contain¬ 
ing engaging displays and 
exhibitions. 

“There will be no noisy bat¬ 
tle reenactments, as we con¬ 
sider them to be in bad taste 
in such an environment but 
there will be plenty of oppor¬ 
tunity for visitors to gain 
hands-on experience with the 
uniforms and equipment of 
the time.” 

The first phase of the visitor 
centre is scheduled to open 
next spring.

Film stars head 
to Ely cathedral 


MOVIE fans are hoping to 
catch a glimpse of Hollywood 
stars Michael Fassbender 
and Marion Cotillard in Ely 
next week. 

Scenes of the hugely-antici¬ 
pated new film adaptation of 
William Shakespeare’s trage¬ 
dy, Macbeth, are being shot at 
Ely Cathedral - and filming 
gets under way on Thursday, 
March 20. 

The film stars are Oscar- 
nominated Irish-German 
actor Michael Fassbender 
and French actress Marion 
Cotillard, and according to 
the Casting Network Ltd, the 
Surrey-based firm appointed 
to recruit extras for the film, 
Fassbender will definitely be 
at the cathedral. 

Speaking to Ely News exclu¬ 
sively last month, Lesley 
Gogarty, the casting firm’s 
director, said: “Banquet 
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scenes for Macbeth are being 
filmed inside the cathedral’s 
Lady Chapel from Thursday, 
March 20 to Saturday, March 
22 . 

“Fassbender is definitely 
appearing in those scenes 
and it is highly likely that 
Cotillard will be too.” 

The film is being directed by 
Justin Kurzel and it is the sev¬ 
enth time the cathedral has 
been used as a movie loca¬ 
tion. 

Hundreds of extras were 
required to feature in the 
film, although because it is 
set in Scotland in medieval 
times, the criteria was quite 
strict, including the need for 
men to have a full beard and 
women to have very long, nat¬ 
ural coloured hair. 


A spokesman for Casting 
Network Ltd said that all roles 
had been filled but said he 
was unable to confirm how 
many, if any, had been 
secured by local people. A 
spokeswoman for the cathe¬ 
dral said she was unable to 
comment on the filming due 
to confidentiality agree¬ 
ments. 

The filming comes just 
months after scenes for 
blockbuster Jupiter Ascending, 
starring Mila Kunis and 
Channing Tatum, were 
filmed at the cathedral. 

Fassbender earned a 2014 
Academy Award nomination 
for his role as slave owner 
Edwin Epps in 12 Years a 
Slave. 

Cotillard has starred in a 
whole host of films, including 
La Vie en Rose, The Immigrant 
and Furia.

We should all be concerned 

MR FARLEY has every right to feel concerned 
about the motives of Cllr Palmer and the 
direction he has in mind for the future of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

His letter {Ely News, February 27th) highlights 
the anxieties everybody should have about 
what is happening to the authority and the 
level of service it intends to provide for the 
community. 

Under the current regime even councillors are 
having difficulty in gaining access to 
information on the radical ideas being 
implemented by the Chief Executive. Had it not 
been for the pressure from a number of 
councillors outside the Tory elite, others would 
have been excluded from the intentions being 
proposed by the £30,000 Deep Dive review. As 
it was, those outside this exclusive circle were 
only provided with a short briefing of the 
consultant’s proposals two days prior to a 
meeting that would have a profound effect on 
the council’s financial commitments. 

Mr Farley is correct in his assumption that 
current policy is created from the vision of a 
minority, and nourished by a warped ideology 
that the council has to become more 
commercialised. A concept totally alien to the 
public sector ethos of providing services for the 
benefit of the community. 

Cllr Palmer believes his radical plans will 
provide the silver bullet that will cure all the 
council’s financial ills. 

In essence he is merely repeating the same 
activity implemented by his predecessor in the 
root and branch review undertaken four years 
ago which claimed then to be the way forward 
but has patently proved ineffective. These 
latest proposals will likewise do little to 
provide a sustainable future when the 
grandiose vanity projects being pursued by 
Cllr Palmer and his supporters continue to 
fritter away money. 

However, with the traits of those in control 
there is little prospect of a “Road to Damascus” 
conversion from what they intend to do. 

They are consumed by their own passion, even 
if it is flawed and to the detriment of the 
community. 

Regrettably, Mr Farley and the electorate will 
have to wait a further year for any opportunity 
to voice a judgment on what is happening.

ELY still wants a Post Office but the Post Office 
does not appear to want Ely. Since November 
the post office’s portable building has occupied 
a dozen spaces in the Paradise car park and 
they have secured (retrospective) permission 
to stay there until March. The loss of parking 
has not been at all convenient but now they 
want to remain there until May; the Post Office 
has been warned that there will be a “sharp 
increase” in rent if they wish to extend their 
stay any further. 

During the summer an NHS mammography 
caravan comes to Ely for cancer screening, and 
this is usually placed in the Paradise car park, 
in the space now occupied by the temporary 
post office. 

This treatment is an insult to the city and our 
18,000 citizens deserve better. When Gary

would come to a business prepared to include 
post office facilities within its premises, while 
bemoaning government imposed restrictions 
on the post office; from his point of view a 
Crown Post Office was not an option. 

Surely the delay in finding a suitable partner, 
and the planned expansion of Ely should 
suggest this is the only realistic and lasting 
answer. Post Office publicity describes itself as 
“a thriving business with a strong public 
purpose” - now let them show us what that 
means.

Viva Youth never ceases to amaze 
me. Although they are 'amateur' per¬ 
formers, there was nothing 'amateur¬ 
ish' about the production I saw. 

It was fantastic - every bit as good 
as the London production I had seen 
previously. Even more so, these per¬ 
formers have a special freshness and 
vitality that is often missing from the 
more commercially-driven enterprises 
in the big cities. 

With the theatre decorated ap¬

She managed to alter 
her wonderful voice just enough to 
give it that shrill edge that befitted 
Carlotta exactly. Charlie Gillet made a 
delightfully entrenched Italian opera 
singer as Piangi, and Lee Sharwood 
(Firmin) and Phil Evans (Andre) were 
deliciously gung-ho, insensitive new 
owners. There was no nonsense from 
Madam Giry played by Ellie Boving- 
don and Rebecca Storey gave the 
character of Meg genuine credibility 
and substance.

Inquest held into 
death of crash 


victim

AN inquest has been held into the 
death of a popular teenager involved 
in a car crash just hours after finish¬ 
ing his final A-level exam. 

The inquest into the death of 18-year- 
old Jack Ure, a former Ely Sixth-Form 
College student, heard that he was not 
wearing a seatbelt at the time. 

Jack, who lived with his parents, Tony 
and Emma, and sister, Lucy, in Little 
Downham, was driving a Renault Clio 
which collided with a Mercedes and a 
Land Rover at the bridge in Sandhill, 
Littleport. 

The accident happened on June 20 - 
just hours after Jack had finished his 
final A-level exam. 

His friends William Harrison and 
Joseph Deverell were front and rear 
seat passengers, respectively, in the 
vehicle. 

Giving evidence at the inquest, held 
last Wednesday, Mr Harrison said: 
“Jack did slow down as we approached 
the junction. I saw a black car coming 
towards us from the right. 

“Jack pulled out. I don’t feel he 
looked properly. I knew the black car 
was going to hit us.” 

The inquest heard that there were 
three separate collisions; the first 
being the Renault and the Mercedes,

the second being the Land Rover, 
which was approaching the junction 
from the left, and the Renault, and the 
third being the Land Rover and the 
Mercedes.

Both the driver of the Mercedes, 
Margaret Raines, and the driver of the 
Land Rover, Mark Gilbert, who both 
sustained injuries in the collision, 
gave evidence at the inquest. 

Pc Peter Bimson, a specialist colli¬ 
sion investigator for Cambridgeshire 
Police, said examinations of the 
Renault showed that both Jack and 
Joseph had not been wearing a seat- 
belt. 

He added: “My examination con¬ 
cluded that the Renault failed to give 
way at the junction and commenced 
to turn right into the path of the 
Mercedes.” 

A post mortem revealed there were 
traces of cannabis in Jack’s blood, 
which police suggested, although 
could not confirm, had been ingested 
in the 24 hours leading up to the 
crash. 

Mr Bimson said: “It is not known to 
what extent Jack’s use of cannabis 
may have been a factor in this colli¬ 
sion.” 

Coroner William Morris recorded a 
verdict that Jack died as a result of a 
road traffic collision. 

As previously reported, the junction 
where Jack died is set to be made safer 
this summer thanks to a petition 
launched by one of his best friends, 
Courtney Pettifor.

Matt’s gift to 
say thank you 


A MAN who is lucky to be 
alive after contracting a 
deadly illness while abroad 
has thanked the experts who 
treated him with a bumper 
donation. 

Matt Wilson, 54, suddenly 
fell ill around two weeks after 
he returned home from a bird 
spotting trip to the jungles of 
Borneo and Thailand last 
luly. 

Mr Wilson, who lives with 
his partner, Claire Halley, in 
Soham, was rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
where he spent a week in the 
Intensive Care Unit (ICU) in 
an induced coma. 

But things went from bad to 
worse as both his kidneys 
and his liver failed, his lungs 
started to fill with fluid and 
his heart started to beat 
irregularly, culminating in 
brain seizures whilst in a

coma. 

Mr Wilson was moved to 
the hospital’s infectious dis¬ 
eases ward, DIO Ward, where 
he spent a further two weeks 
before he was finally able to 
be discharged from hospital 
at the end of luly. 

It was initially thought he 
had Dengue Fever, which is a 
common viral infection 
spread my mosquitoes, but 
doctors later confirmed he 
had Leptospirosis, which is 
usually caught from the pres¬ 
ence of rat urine in water. 

The fact that Mr Wilson has 
an underlying muscle condi¬ 
tion called myositis, the 
treatment for which sup¬ 
presses the immune system, 
meant diagnosis was diffi¬ 
cult. 


Mr Wilson is a member of 
the Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA) and an organiser of 
the annual Ely Winter Beer 
Festival, which was held last 
month. 

He decided the festival 
would be the ideal opportu¬ 
nity to raise money for the 
Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust (ACT) as a way of 
thanking the doctors and 
nurses who cared for him, 
and a total of £900 was raised. 
The money is being split 
equally between both units. 

Mr Wilson said: “I felt that 
the beer festival was an ideal 
opportunity to raise some 
money for the hospital and 
hope that the £450 each can 
be used to buy facilities for 
the family room in the ICU 
and the day room in ward 
DIO.

THE city of Ely is the most commonly 
mispronounced word in Britain, 
according to a study. 

A survey of the most difficult words to 
pronounce was commissioned by London 
railway station St Pancras International 
and revealed that 59 per cent of British 
people pronounce it wrong. 

It makes it the most commonly 
mispronounced word, closely followed by 
the West Yorkshire town of Keighley, 
which 40 per cent of people cannot say 
properly. 

The most common mispronunciation of 
Ely is ‘Ee-Lie’ instead of ‘Ee-Lee’, 
according to the study. 

The top 10 most mispronounced words, 
from one to 10 are: Ely, Keighley, 
sherbet, etcetera, St Pancras, espresso, 
bruschetta, often, prescription and 
Greenwich. 


MAJOR plans to build 100 new homes in Haddenham 
have moved a step closer.

As well as the 100 new homes, bosses want to build a 
children’s play area and public space on the eight-acre 
site. The firm says 30 per cent of the new properties 
would be affordable housing. 

Gladman is also awaiting the result of a screening 
opinion it submitted for 99 homes to be built in nearby 
Wilburton. A decision on the Haddenham plans could be 
made within eight weeks.

Increasing pressure on P0 


THE Mayor of Ely and her fellow city 
councillors are demanding a fort¬ 
nightly update on progress being 
made to find permanent premises 
for the post office. 

The city’s mayor, Cllr Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, says the current situation is 
“not satisfactory” and that city coun¬ 
cillors recognise the “inconvenience” 
residents are experiencing. 

Since November, Ely’s post office 
has been operating out of a portable 
building in Newnham Street car park. 

The plan was to move the branch 
inside the Premier Convenience Store

in High Street, but that move was 
axed as a public consultation revealed 
there would not be enough room for 
both facilities. Bosses at Post Office 
Ltd say they are working “extremely 
hard” to find a permanent solution. 

But members of the City of Ely 
Council are now putting extra pres¬ 
sure on the company to rectify the 
situation. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh said: “City of Ely 
Council members are keen for the 


public to know that the situation with 
regard to the Post Office in Ely is a 
major cause of concern to the coun¬ 
cil. 

“At the last full council meeting, it 
was agreed that a fortnightly status 
update would be requested from Post 
Office. To date, these updates have 
been forthcoming and the council are 
monitoring progress and will review 
the situation at each meeting. 

“It is understood that Post Office 
have received interest from third par¬ 
ties following a number of advertise¬ 
ments and that potential operators 


are being investigated. 

“The council recognises the incon¬ 
venience being caused to the com¬ 
munity and that the current situation 
is not satisfactory and will continue 
to put pressure on the service pro¬ 
vider to rectify the situation. 

“It is hoped that any future provi¬ 
sion will be better than in previous 
years and worthy of the historic city 
of Ely and our community.”

Opticians 
plans are 
approved 


BUILDING work to transform a 
former cafe into an opticians 
started just days after the propos¬ 
als were given the green light. 

Workmen have moved into the 
former Starbucks premises on the 
corner of Ely High Street around a 
week after East Cambridgeshire 
District Council approved plans to 
turn it into a Boots Opticians. 

The proposals, submitted in 
December, have proved controver¬ 
sial among local people. 

While some residents welcomed 
news that the premises, which 
have stood empty for around 18 
months, looked set to re-open, oth¬ 
ers insisted another opticians was 
the “last thing” Ely needs - espe¬ 
cially seeing it is next to Specsavers. 

One complainant, Juliette 
Ausden, of Fieldside, Ely, said: “Yet 
again plans are submitted for 
something which Ely really doesn’t 
need. 

“We have plenty of opticians in 
the city centre and for Boots to 
want to open one right next door to 
Specsavers is ludicrous.”

As previously reported, the town 
centres team at the district council 
were also worried that market 
stallholders could be affected by 
the renovation. 

But approving the proposals, 
Giles Hughes, the council’s head of 
planning, said: “The application 
has been approved as it is broadly 
in accord with the policies of the 
Local Plan, and it represents a high 
quality of development that can be 
considered as ‘sustainable’. 

“The policies themselves have 
been sufficiently explicit to guide 
the submitted application so that 
acceptable plans and information 
have been provided, and an 
approval has been forthcoming.”

NEED FOR SPEED 

certificate 12A, 2h10m 

INSPIRED by a series of video 
games in which players get 
behind the wheel of souped- 
up motors, Need For Speed 
accelerates smoothly into the 
slipstream of The Fast And 
The Furious and its high- 
octane pretenders. 

Director Scott Waugh puts 
the pedal to the metal from 
the turbo-charged opening 
which establishes a rivalry 
between the cash-strapped 
protagonist (Aaron Paul) and 
his cocksure rival (Dominic 
Cooper) that drives the 
narrative to its predictably 
tragic resolution. 

The story centres on car 
mechanic Tobey Marshall 
(Paul), who runs his father's 
garage but is struggling to 
make ends meet so he relies 
on prize money from illegal 
street races. 

Aided by his team 
comprising Benny (Kid Cudi), 
Joe (Ramon Rodriguez), Finn 
(Rami Malek) and Little Pete 
(Harrison Gilbertson), Tobey 
is king of the road until a 
race against Dino Brewster 
(Cooper) ends in an inferno.

IF THE recent rain means your luscious, closely- 
cropped carpet of green is now nothing but a 
soggy bog, you might be feeling a bit 
downhearted. 

But don't despair, say the experts, there is still 
hope for your languishing lawn. 

Guy Jenkins, Johnsons lawn 
seed expert, firstly advises to 
just give it time. 

"Don't rush to work on your 
lawn as soon as the water has 
subsided," he says. "Treading 
on wet, saturated soil will 
easily result in compaction, 
reducing your lawn's aeration 
and drainage even further. 

Only sow seed after the 
ground has become workable 
again." 

Sometimes though, the only 
real option is to start again; if your lawn suffers 
from consistent waterlogging, or is covered in 
moss or has bare, muddy patches. Jenkins says 
sorting out a proper drainage system and sowing 
trusted grass seed will save you time and money 
later. On a poorly drained site where water lies on 
the surface at times, land drains are the only solu¬ 
tion. If in doubt, seek professional advice.

When water simply won't drain away, the RHS 
advises that you may have to replace the lawn 
with a new one, using turf laid on a 5cm (2in) bed 
of sharp sand, overlaid with topsoil improved by 
generous manuring and thorough cultivation. 

Smaller lawns on heavy clay 
soil can frequently be drained 
by raising them slightly above 
the adjoining ground level. A 
gravel edging to the lawn will 
carry away excess moisture. 

When a lawn lies wet for any 
length of time, damp 
conditions encourage algae, 
lichens and liverworts. This 
includes bubble-like Nostoc 
algae and dog lichen. They both 
flourish in badly-drained lawns 
but can develop wherever the 
aeration is poor and may even 
appear on well-drained turf if the surface has be¬ 
come compacted and is inclined to remain damp 
after rain. 

Algae also thrives in shaded conditions and 
where soil fertility is poor, so it's frequently found 
on turf beneath trees. Moss is a common sight 
where conditions are damp, but particularly if 
there is shade and an acid soil. 


Pricking or slitting the surface can improve a 
waterlogged lawn, the RHS adds. Try making 
2-3cm (1 in) slits or holes, although deeper| 
spiking is better, especially with a tool designed 
to leave holes 10-15cm (4-6in) deep. These holes 
can be filled with a free-draining material, such 
as proprietary lawn top dressings or horticultural 
sand, which will allow the water to flow from the 
surface to deeper, less compacted layers. 

Hand spiking tools are available but an ordinary 
garden fork can be used too. Alternatively, for 
larger lawns, use powered tools. Try a hollow 
tiner, which has hollow spikes and removes plugs 
of soil that are then swept up and removed. 
Pricking and slitting are best carried out once the 
excess water has drained away, especially where 
machinery is to be used. In small areas where 
standing water persists, sweep it off the lawn and 
into the beds before spiking with a hand spiking 
tool or garden fork. 

Once you've cleared the latest mess, it is also 
important to consider the root of the problem and 


hopefully prevent it happening again. For 
example, do you live in an urban area, at the 
bottom of a valley or flood plain, or on top of 
heavy clay? 

"All of these factors can affect how your lawn 
copes with excess rainfall," says Jenkins. "In urban 
areas, water flows over pavements and patios, 
with the extra surface run-off resulting in 
flooding. Simply by keeping a well-maintained 
lawn, providing somewhere for water to drain 
away, we can all do our bit to prevent flood 
damage." 

If you plan to sow a new lawn this spring, raking 
soil over to form a fairly fine tilth should ensure 
optimum germination rates, but only do it when 
the soil is dry enough to work. 

Heavy rain washes nutrients out of the soil, so to 
help encourage new grass, apply a lawn fertiliser 
or buy grass seed which includes fertiliser or 
dressing, so that it can grow more extensive root 
systems better able to withstand drought and 
flooding.

It was the first win since Stone and player- 
assistant Ben Lawrence took charge of the side 
after the departure of Alan Alsop last month. 

And Stone was delighted with how his team 
performed. 

“It was a really strong performance from start 
to finish,” he said. 

“The only criticism I would have was it should 
have been more, but I’m happy with three goals 
and three points.” 

The win means Ely are now six points clear of 
the bottom two as they head into the final nine 
games of the season.
